THE POSTSCRIPT. 
DIVIDING THE ELECTORAL VOTE OF NEW YORK. 
From Our Special Correspondent. 

Wasurnoron, D. C., Jan. 20.—Potter’s Dil, m- 
troduced in the New York Legislature with a 
view to having the Electorol vote of that State 


divided, has attracted some attention here. A 


number of Republican Senators and Represent- 
atives are watching its progress with interest. 
The results of conversations with three of the 
best-known Western Senators and two leading 
members of the House are embodied in this 
letter. 

The first Senator approached is not fully com- 
mitted to any candidate for the Presidency, but 
will support Gen. Grant reluctantly if compelled 
to do so by the demands of the people in his 
State. He looks upon the proposition to have 
the Electors chosen by the severai Congressional 
districts as perfectly legitimate. This was the 
mode of choosing Electors in New York until 
Andrew Jackson's time. It has the merit of 
giving minorities a representation, and it pre- 
vents the oversiaughing of an honest rural vote 
by corruption in New York City. The expe- 
diency of changing the ldw at this time seems, 
however, to be at least questionable. “You 
may say,” added this Senator, “ that many pub- 
lic men in Washington fully believe the change 
should be made, and others even advocate the 
choosing of Electors outright by the Legis- 
lature.”

Fair enough. The people have electéa a Re- 
publican Legisiature by an overwhelming mg- 
jortty; the fight was avowedly made on National 
grounds; the choosing of Electors is entirely 
within the discretion of the people of a State.

THE RAIL WAY-TRANSPORTATION BILL. 

There is a strong array of railroad attor- 
neys at Washington opposing the passage of 
the Reagan bill. Werefer to the attorneys 
who are not members of either branch of 
Congress. The lawyers are reaping a rich 
harvest. The monopolists who are controll- 
ing the rail transportation of the country are 
able to pay well. Forty-ive cents per 100 
pounds on lower-class freight between Chi- 
cago and New York furnishes an ample 
fund from which to employ the best legal 
talent of the country. The men who con- 
trol $4,000,000,000 of debt and so-called capital 
stock of railroad property in the United 
States will spare no expenditure to perpetu- 
ate their monopoly, which is now consoli- 
dated. The fact Is, the railroad companies 


have declared open war against the product- 


ive labor of the country. The American 


people are only protected by those who are 


Representatives and Senators in Congress; 
they have no money to expend to hire special 
advocates and secure the labors of the legal 


ability of the country. These attorneys have 


assailed the halls of Congress, they keep up 
an incessant warfare upon the Legislature, 
and seek to crush the only measure of Na- 
tional legislation proposed during the !ast ten 
years in the interests of the American peo- 
ple. All the roads to market, every higb- 
way on which producers can move their 
products to market, or over which they can 


receive exchange commodities, have been 


seized; tolls are not only demanded, but also 
such tolls as equal the value of the goods to 
be carried. At every cross-road a new levy 
is made ; the cars are opened and their contents 
confiscated to pay the so-called rates of car- 
riage. The manager of one trunk railway 
recently boasted that, by an addition to the 
rates of freight, that trunk line had in four 
months added $56,000,000 to the value of its 
capital stock. 

The Constitution gives to Congress the 
power to regulate, control, and govern the 
transportation business of the country. The 
courts have affirmed the power of Congress 
to exercise this direct grant of authority. 
From the enormous and now consolidated 
monopoly the people have appealed to their 
representatives in Congress to exercise this 
power and to put an end to the systematic 
scheme by which a small junta of persons in 
Wall street now plunder the industry of the 
country by the wholesale confiscation of the 
merchandise placed in their hands for trans- 
portation. 


Mr. J. F. Wilson, of Iowa, one of the bri- 
gade of railroad attorneys now engaged in 
resisting any legislation on this subject, in 
one of his speeches made a point thatif the 
bill should pass it would injure the business 
of Chicago, because it would enable the Chi- 
cago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad to plun- 
der the Rock Island Railroad.

It is not easy to determine the precise atti- 
tude of the New York Nation on the Irish 
question. In the last issue of that journal 
it cites the significant comparison made by 
the London Times between the prosperous 
people who inhabit the Island of Guernsey 
and own their farms, and the miserable, pov- 
erty-stricken agricultural tenants of Ireland, 
and says there is little question that the best 
remedy for Irish poverty is to be found in 
the great multiplication of peasant freehold 
properties, and not by emigration, as many 
suppose.” Yet, fi its preceding issue, the 
Nation had a long article in which it took 


the ground that the Americans have little 


knowledge of, and still less interest in, the 
Irishi struggle for emancipation from the 
Feudal land-system. It said: 
“To-day all the leading journals in the coun- 
try seem to unite in ridiculing or throwing cold 
water on the political part of Mr. Parnell's mis- 
sion, while ungraciously forcing on him, evi- 
dently much to his dissatisfaction, the role of a 
eollector of contributions for the relief of hun- 
gty peasantry. [The Nation means by “all the 


leading journals in the country the New Fork 


Herald, the Nation, and two or three other New 
York papers.] They all declare that he ought to 
get plenty of money for this latter object, but 
none at all to help in effecting changes either in 
the political relations of Ireland to Great Brit- 
ain or in the Irish land laws. These things, they 
say, are the affair of Englishmen and Irishmen 
to settle between themselves, and not the affair 
of Americans, who do not understand them and 
are not on the spot. Whether a peasant pro- 
prietary would be a good thing for Ireland, and, 
if so, what are the best means of it, 
are questions with which Irishmen living in Ire- 
land must be held exclusively competent to deal; 
if they are not competent, nobody is.” 
The Nation goes on in the same article to 


| enlarge upon this thought, and would have 


its readers believe that there is as dense an 
ignorance among the American people con- 
cerning the Irish land-question as there is 
about the German “ Culturkampf,” and 
also an utter indifference as to the final solu- 
tion of the problem. It 18, perhaps, char- 
acteristic of the Nation to imagine that the 
knowledge of all affairs is so completely 
monopolized in its editorial sanctum that 
people outside that sacred precinct are 
necessarily ignorant by comparison; never- 
theless, there is a very general and very cor- 
rect understanding of Mr. Parnell’s mission 
among the American people, and the New 
York newspapers are not trustworthy ex- 
ponents of the prevailing public opinion of 
this entire continent. 

The contracted and prejudiced view which 
is taken of American concern in the Irish 
land-question by the New York journals is 
not warranted by the relations between the 
Americans and Irish. Perhaps one-sixth of 
the people living north of Mason and Dixon’s 
line are either Irish by birth or Irish by 
descent. A large proportion of the remain- 
ing population. traces its origin back to En- 
gland and Scotland, where a feudal land- 
system much the same as that of Ireland 
prevails, Eastern and Northern Germany 
have likewise contributed largely to the 
peopling of the United States. All these 
people must be forgetful, ungrateful, or 


peculiarly reticent if they have not spread 


in this country a large amount of informa- 
tion concerning the hardships incident to a 
national system of leaseholds and landlord- 
ism, and the people of America must have 
less intelligence than they are usually 
credited with if they have failed to acquire 
a good notion of the essential difference 
between individual ownership and the serf- 


dom of tenantry at will, or, in other words, 


between the American system and the Irish 


system. 


It is as incorrect to say that the American 
people are indifferent to all phases of the 
Irish question except immediate suffering 
from the famine as itis to say that they are 
ignorant of the whole question. There are 
two circumstances which give the Amer- 
icans a direct concern in Irish land-reform as 
advocated by Mr. Parnell, and both affect the 
material prosperity of this country. 

1. The Tory remedy for distress among 
the Irish tenants is emigration. That is: to 
say, the Irish landlords would dump upon 
the American cities all the impecunious peo- 
ple of Ireland who can no longer pay rack- 
rent. They would first take from the ten- 
ant-farmers every penny the latter had been 
able to earn, then pack them naked in the 
steerage of the ocean-steamers, and dump 
them in New York penniless, for distribution 
among the towns and cities of this 
country. The American people are in- 
terested in defeating this nefarious 
scheme, The prosperity of those 
who live in the United States, as well as 
those who shall come here to live in the 
future, demands that the immigrants who 
have been agricultural laborers abroad shall 
bring with them sufficient means at least to 
locate small farms in America, and resume 
here, under the more favorable conditions of 
ownership in fee, the pursuit to which the 
habits of a lifetime have fitted them. But 
emigration from Ireland under such circum- 
stances is impossible so long as the exactions 
of Irish landlords shall keep the agricult- 
ural laborers. of that country in a ¢ondl- 
tion of chronic pauperism. Emigration 
may be the proper escape for a surplus pop- 
ulation in Ireland, but a freeholding system 
would prepare emigrants for self-support 
and progress in their new homes, which 
would not be possible under the Tory theory. 

2. Another circumstance which gives the 
American people a direct interest in the Par- 
nell project for land-reform in Ireland is to 
be found in thecontinual contributions levied 
upon this country to satisfy the rapacity of 
the Irish landlords. The Irish who come to 
the United States, and perforce enter upon 
domestic service in the cities and towns in- 
stead of seeking little homes and farms of 
their own, exhaust their savings and keep

THE NEW DANGER IN AFGHANISTAN. 

The intélligence brought by the cable dis- 
patches to the effect that an army of 25,000 
Ghilzais has assembled within fifty miles of 
Oabul, under command of Mahomed Jan, and 
tliat it will be reinforced by another column 
of 20,000 men from the Lughmani tribe, puts 
a new phase upon the Afghan campaign and 


| introduces an element into the struggle 


which may prove to be very dangerous to the 
present English occupation of that country. 
The very organization of such a powerful 
force within so short a distance of Gen. Rob- 
erts’ forces, and without interference, shows 
of itself that the English are hardly strong 
enough to do more than hold their ground, 
and are not making any incursions to pre- 
vent warlike operations from gathering head- 
way. 

The dangerous character of the savage 
warriors belonging to the Ghilzais is shown 
by an article which recently appeared in the 
London Tunes, and it adds to the emphasis 
of the news to which we have referred that 
the Nimes concedes the desperate fighting 
qualities of these warriors, and anticipates 
the dangers which are now threatening 
Gen. Roberts. As far back as the campaign 
of 1839-42 they were the bitterest foes whom 
England had to encounter. They made the 
first serious attack upon the English, and 
after the entry of the latter into Cabul they 
kept up their hostilities. During the first 
year of the war they were reduced to order 
by Sir James Outram, but in the next year 
they rose again and destroyed for a time the 
communications between Cabul and Canda- 
har. They were once more defeated, and 
an arrangement was made by which they 
agreed to keep communications open in con- 
sideration of a specified payment per annum. 
The English, however, failed to keep. their 
agreement, and the Ghilzais then rose en 
masse in 1841. The insurrection was 80 ex- 
tensive and so desperate that it took the En- 
glish army under Sir Robert Sale nearly a 
year to put it down, and even then only at 
immense loss and after several defeats. 
Foiled in their attempt to destroy Sale’s 
army, the Ghilzais waited their opportunity 
for revenge when Lord Eiphinstone's ill- 
fated expedition should commence to retrace 
its steps over the mountains. Before his 
rear guard had moved off its ground the 
slaughter commenced, and by the time his 
command had reached the Ghilzai hills the 
warriors had mustered by thousands. The 
story of this. expedition is well known. 
Of the 4500 min under command 
of Lord Elphinstone. but one escaped, 
and he by a lucky acéident, to tell the pitia- 
able story. The brave army which had pene- 
trated te Cabul and held the Capital perished 
in the defiles of the almost impassable mount- 
ains, after it had supposed its work was ac- 
complished and it was returning in triumph 
to India. Still later, in 1842, when Gen. Pol- 
lock advanced upon Cabul, he had several 
severe encounters with the Ghilzais, and 
upon his return literally had to cut his way 
through them with severe loss before he 
could reach a place of safety. 

These operations were the work of the 
Northern Ghilzais, but the Southern Ghilzais 
were hardly less desperate in their move- 
ments against the English. In 1841, after 
making several attacks upon isolated parties, 
they invested the fortress of KEholat-i- 
Ghilzai, then held by a British force, 
shut them up in it for five months, 
and annihilated one regiment of Ben- 
gal infantry. In attempting to carry 
the fortress by assault they were finally re- 
pulsed, though their attack was made with 
great skill and bravery. Subsequently, when 
Gen. Nott advanced from Candahar to Cabul, 
he found h opposed by wandering 
bands of Ghilzais, who inflicted great losses 
upon his force, and when he returned, like 
Gen. Pollock, had to forge his way through. 

During the present campaign the Ghilzais 
have proved themselves just as implacable 
foes to the English, and, though without 
general organization, have harassed them at 
every step, slain many officers and soldiers, 
and greatly prolonged the campaign. As to 
their recent operations, the Times says: 

“ Gough, advancing in all haste to afford aid to 
his beleaguered chief, is pressing through the 
passes which we have on four separate occa- 
sions been compelled to clear before. Of his 
movements we know nothing, except that he 
reached Seh Baba on the Ad. and was expected 
at Cabul yesterday. The reason is not far to 
seck,—the enemy have closed in on his rear, and. 
though we know not how it fares with our ad- 
vancing column, we do know that a heavy at- 
tack, delivered yesterday afternoon on the Jag- 


| dalak Kotal, was repulsed with heavy loss by 


Col. Norman. Our own casualties were slight; 
but in what we hope may prove only the em- 
porary loss of the services of Maj. Thackeray, 
we are deprived of the valuable aid of one of the 
best and bravest officers of the Bengal En- 
gineers,—one who, at the storming of Delhi, 
earned a Victoria Cross for what the official dis- 
patch described as an act of ‘cool intrepidity 
and characteristic daring. These attacks are 
to be expected; their only inconvenience is, 


that they cost valuable lives, and they tend to 


prolong the period during which communica- 
tions with Cabul may be interrupted. In fact, 
until Gen. Roberts is e to inflict a crushing 
defeat on the enemy, an to disperse 
the masses which now hem him in, we must not 
hope for more than oocasional seraps of infor- 
mation from Cabul.” 

It must be remembered that the operations 
of the Ghilzais hitherto in the campaign have 
been confined to scattered bands harassing 
the English rear and flanks. If the news be 


true that they have now massed themselves | 


into one compact column 25,000 strong, under 
command of Mahomed Jan, one of the ablest 
of the Afghan chiefs, and that second col- 
umn 20,000 strong is codperating with them, 
it places Gen, Roberts in a very perilous po- 
sition, which is rendered all the more crit- 
ical by the danger that the other tribes may 
rise again and cut off his communications, 
which he has just reéstablished with great 
difficulty, besides preventing reinforcements 
from reaching him.

CROOKED TOBACCO MEN.

Dyrnorr, Mich., Jan. Ain July last Simon

It is due to the truth of history to state that 
the exaggerated reports of meat sales last Mon- 
day, alluded to in our issue of yesterday, were 
not made in the commercial reports. The fig- 
ures were circulated round in the afternoon, but 
did not obtain credence among the men who 
“prent it.“ The sales of that day footed up 
some 4,600 boxes; perhaps more. 

The leading produce markets were generally 
firmer yesterday, there being a reaction from 
Wednesday’s weakness in the principal bread- 
stuffs and. in provisions. Barley was again low- 
er. In other departments the fact of lower 
prices developed a better demand, which, while 
most of it was supposed to be to fill shorts at a 
profit, made the markets quite as active and 
firm as if the whole had been on account of in- 
vestors. The British- markets were quoted 
steady, in spite of the recent depression here, 
and that fact seemed to reassure local holders as 
well as buyers. The demand for breadstuffs was 
not large enough, however, to sustain that ad- 
vance of the early part of the day, while pro- 
visions were relatively steady at the improve- 
ment, as they had been forced down chiefly 
by Wednesday's weakness in wheat. The con- 


A tinuance of mild weather much longer than 


was expected is keeping back receipts from the 
country, so that there is not such a pressure for 
storage-room, nor so much new stuff on the 
market as the majority of operators had looked 
for. The country roads have been gradually 
drying, and some are now in passable condition;

Oats closed e lower, at NN for May 
and ue for February. Rye was dull, at 76c for 
fresh No. 2 and 78e for February. Barley was 
irregularly lower, closing at de spot No. 2 and 
at 56%c for extra 3. Hogs were active and 5@ 
100 higher, closing at $4.40@4.50 for light and-at 
$4.40@4.50 for heavy. Cattle were easier, with 
sales of inferior to extra at $2.25@5.75. 

The dry-goods market was without new feat- 
ures. Only a light business is in progress, 
though more is doing than there is any reason 
to expect, considering the unseasonable weather 
and the condition of the roads throughout the 
interior. Boots and shoes were reported dull 
and unchanged. There was no change in the 
situation of the grocery market, trade continu- 
ing very quiet at nominally steady prices. The 
demand for dried fruſts was unimproved, and 
prices were only indifferently sustained. Canned 
goods met with a liberal call, and were reported 
very firm. Butter and cheese were moving 
freely at firm rates, the tendency inthe latter 
being upward. No changes were noted in bag- 
ging, leather, tobacco, and coal. Oils were quiet 
and generally firm. Linseed ofl advanced 3c, or 
to T8c for raw, and to Sle for boiled. There was 
an active demand for pig-iron at an advance in

Several changes, ail to higher firures, were 
made in the lumber price-list at the meeting of 
yard-dealers yesterday. The advances were 
chiefly in common grades. The news from the 
timber country is not very encouraging, though 
there is some prospect for snow, and sleighing is 
still good in the extreme North. The metal and 
hardware merchants report a fair trade for Jan- 
uary. Most articles are quoted strong in sym- 
pathy with iron, which is still * booming.” The 
wool, hay, and broom-corn markets exhibited 
little change. Hides were dull and lower. 
Poultry was in moderate request. and easy. 

Dickson & Renwick, of Glasgow, report in 
their annual review a steadily increasing de- 
mand for canned goods, especially among the 
working classes, who have found these products 
cheaper than provisions. Prices were very low 
last season, but a higher range is expected now 
in consequence of increased cost of production 
in the United States. Compressed meats were 
cheapened by sharp competition to a figure that 
gave most of the trade t América, Australian 
meats were unremunerative, and the trade in 
colonial prepared mutton and beef fell off great- 
ly. The late receipts from the Australian col- 
onies, however, are much better in quality, and 
the style of the packages been improved, 
which facts lead some dealérs to think these 
meats are soon destined to become strong rivals 
of the American brands. The Australian trade 
is likely to be benefited, also, by a decision 
against the patent on compressed beef 
which now seems probable, though the 
question is still pending in the Courts. 
If the patent is not sustained, an advance is 
looked fur that would make it profitable to ship 
from the distant island. 

Lobsters and salmon declined to a low price 
under free importations, and the stock of the 
latter carried over in the English markets is said 
to be larger than in any former year. Canned 
fruits were chiefly supplied by America, which 
bas takeu nearly the whole trade in tomatoes 
and asparagus away from France. 

Rail freights were reported steady on the basis 
of 40c per 100 Ibs on grain to New York, and 45c 
on boxed meats to do.
